Provisional 6 Cent 
Air Mail Envelopes 





The enormous demand for 6c 
airmail stamped envelopes as an- 
hounced by the Post Office De- 
partment first resulted in an or- 
der to produce these envelopes 
without the colored border and 
the Department stated that by this 
Change the manufacturers could 
produce 50% more envelopes than 
heretofore, 

Even thus, it appears that the 
Supply is short and as a -result 
postoffices are resorting to a new 
method of supplying air mail 
stamped envelopes. 

George S. Stoneman of Rich- 
mond, Va., writes, “I was at the 
Main P, O. today and called for 
two 6c stamped air mail enve- 
lopes, I am using one to mail this 
letter to you and you will note 
that it is a plain 2c stamped en- 
Velope to which the Post Office 
Clerk had already attached two 
Current 2c- Presidential stamps 
and also had handstamped the 
words “VIA AIR MAIL” below 

Stamps. 

Thus we have what is in effect 
&@ Provisional 6c Air mail en- 
Velope, but since there can never 

any way of so identifying these 
€ivelopes, this will be another of 
those things that interest collec- 

rs, yet will have no catalogue 
standing,

Collectors Misundersfand 
Cause Of Minor Defects 
Found On Flag Stamps 


Hardly a week goes by but that 
we are told of varieties on the 
flag stamps which the finders be- 
lieve to be of vital interest. Too 
often these are reports of defec- 
tive or misformed letters in the 
names under the flag stamps. 

We have seen and = examined 
many of these supposed varieties 
but as yet have seen nothing that 
we consider of any interest or 
much importance other’ than 
double prints of the names. 

It is quite true that Poland 
stamps can be found in which 
the final “D” looks like an “O” 
and that Luxembourg stamps are 
found wherein a letter “N”’ may 
look like a letter “K”, yet we 
place no value or interest in such 
varieties because of the method of 
printing which makes such appar- 
ent differences possible, 


All such as we have seen of 
these supposed varieties seem 
clearly to be misshapen letters 


caused by the method of printing. 

Perhaps we can give an illustra- 
tion which might make an under- 
standing of this method more clear 
to readers and thus help you see 
how such varieties might readily 
occur, for they are all defective 
prints and we have not yet seen 
a single one that is a definite er- 
ror in the wording or lettering. 

You must all be familiar with 
these small transfer pictures that 
we used to buy for a cent a sheet 
at the stationery stores. You tore 
out a picture and moistened it and 
transferred the picture to another 
piece of paper or perhaps to your 
arm as we have often done in our 
childhood days. 

Lithographic offset printing 
might be compared in a way to 
these pictures, The transfer on 
the plates from which the printing 
is done much as one would print 
a photo negative. The negative is 
put over the plate and printed on 
the zinc plate. These zinc plates 
are rather smooth, yet very 
slightly grained and not a burnish- 
ed smoothness. At some time dur- 
ing a printing of stamps, the 
transfer on«the plate may slip a 
trifle. It need slip but very little 
to make a “D” as on the end of 
POLAND, look like an “O”. 

There are various types of these 
offset plates, some are made for 
runs of up to 25,000, others will 
hold up without slipping for runs 
up to 100,000. On some of the 
cheaper machines, such as_ the 
Multilith presses for small work, 
there have been many instances 
in which the plates would lose 
their transfer even after a few 
thousand prints. 

Thus, any and all these misform 
formed letters are due to either 
defective transfers at the start or 
to a slipping of the transfer while 
the printing is being done and as 
already stated we have not yet 
seen a single specimen wherein 
we would believe that there was 
any error in the original transfers, 
but that all are due to slipping of 
the transfers and we hardly con- 
sider many of them of more than 
passing interest and .few worth 
keeping except by the most thor- 
ough specialist,

Writers who have made studies 
of stamps with a view to pro- 
viding lists of subject matter on 
Postage stamps have erred in 
crediting the first use of the 
Swastika sign to stamps of Hitlers 
Germany and to Poland as found 
on German stamps A70, A76, A85, 
A93, AP7 and O17, also on Poland 
O05. 

Mr. Frederick R. Schepman of 
Cincinnati, Ohio wants to correct 
the misunderstanding that the use 
of the Swastika was original with 
Adolph. Mr. Schepman submits an 
entire envelope of the Canal 
Zone. You will find it illustrated 
on page 479 of your 1944 Specia- 
lized catalogue and listed as E6. 

The entire border design of the 
stamp printed on this envelope is 
of small double lined Swastika, 
and should again -bring to mind 
the well understood copying abil- 
ity of the so called super race. 


Allied Military 
Money For France 








In the August 3 issue of this 
paper was printed a front and 
back view of one of the 10 Frane 
notes used by the Allies in|

flight starting from New York, 
including the flights of Lindbergh, 
Chamberlin, Pinedo, Byrd, Ame- 
lia Earhart, Wiley Post. Clyde 
Pangborn, Mattern, Harold Gatty, 
Sikorsky, Russell Boardman, Yan- 
cey and Connor, Dick Merrill, 
Hughes, etc., is himself an out- 
standing collector of rare airmail 
stamps and covers and received 
highest awards at the Tipex Show 
in 1936 for his Trans-Atlantic and 
historical airmail covers. 

In this book, for the first time, 
the Author tells the real story 
of the first Trans-Atlantic air- 
mail when Chamberlin and Le- 
vine carried covers stamped by 
the Postmaster of Hempstead, L. 
I., who was reprimanded by the 
postal authorities for delivering 
the mail to Chamberlin who was 
only a Reserve Airmail Pilot and 
had no authority to carry offi- 
cial Trans-Atlantic airmail. 

The Author was present in 
Cottbus, to claim his letters from 
the German Postmaster after ar- 
rival of the fliers, but the postal 
authorities destroyed most of 
them because they did not have 
any contents and the Postmaster 
did not want to run the risk of 
being accused of having lost the 


contents of these letters. The 
story is interestingly described 
and is the inside story of the 


first Trans-Atlantic airmail which 
took place against the wishes of 
the U. S. Postal Department. 
The book, in many ways, alsa 
supplements the American Air- 
mail Catalogue and gives many

In relation to many stamp 
shops, Souren’s headquarters re- 
mind you of the difference  be- 
tween the Chase National Bank 
and the corner shoemaker with 
apologies to the latter....Gar- 
lands of roses to the large stamp 
houses who donated a percentage 
of their auctions to the American 
Red Cross....Terrific controversy 
raging between the pros and cons 
on the proposed methods for de- 
scribing postage stamps through 
code.

We’re just wondering....North- 
western Stamp Co. Miwaukee— 
Are you in the second hand bus- 
iness now? Because half of the 
fifty stock book sheets you re- 
cently sold were used and still 
are numbered for U. S. stock.... 
But if you accuse dealers of being 
bad business men their lower lips 
tremble and they sulk until you 
kiss them on the forehead and 
forgive them.... 


PHILATELY CANCELLATIONS: 

Positively worst offender on re- 
cord is the post office at Chicago. 
Twelve letters redundant with 
samples sent to their superintend- 
ant in charge of mails has meznt 
nothing and they specialize in 
ruining a block of four flag 
stamps by tearing one stamp with 
a finger nail.

explanations on forthcoming nec- 
essary changes, such as the Art 
Goebol Flight, Captain Secadura 
and Contiuho’s first successful 
crossing of the South Atlantic, as 
well as the trip of the plane “Je- 
sus del Gran Poder’, and other 
exploits which in view of new 
researches made by Mr. Hein- 
muller will be reclassified. 

The book brings new human, 


interest stories about the rare 
Pinedo stamps, as well as the 
“Miss Columbia” stamps which 


were given away unused by the 
fliers for courtesies obtained from 
hotel men, airport managers, etc., 
and which today bring over $2,- 
000 each at auction in unused 
condition. 

“Man’s Fight to Fly” may bring 
a stampede of airmail enthusiasts 
for “lost” balloon covers, as it 
opens the trails for new airmail 
treasure hunts. 

The chronological section de- 
scribes Blanchard carrying the 
first balloon airmail letter, via 
the Channel, addressed to Ben- 
jamin Franklin, then U. S. Am- 
bassador in Paris. 

It also brings details of the 
flight made by Clayton from Cin- 
cinnati in 1835, who on July 4, 
1835, made a trip with a mailbag 
of newspapers and letters which 
were finally mailed from the 
Waverly Post Office, Ohio, post- 
marked officially July 8th and 
endorsed by Clayton “Left Cin- 
cinnati at 6:00 P. M. July 4, 1835.” 
None of these letters have been 
found so far and_ considering 
that a Buffalo balloon cover car- 
ried by Samuel Archer King in 
1877 is valued at several thous- 
and dollars in Sanabria’s cata- 
logue, these 1835 letters would 
be of greater value if any of 
same could be found today. 

The same applies to letters car- 
ried by the famous _balloonist 
John Wise who carried a bag of 
letters on a flight from Lafayette, 
Indiana to Crawfordsville, Indi- 
ana in 1839, none of which have 
been found so far. 

Outside of a complete report 
on sixteen outstanding world 
record flights the chronology of 
aviation brackets the early his- 
tory of aeronautics from it’s ear- 
liest start in the Fifteenth Cen- 
tury under Leonardi do Vinci up 
to the present, not omitting 
“Wrong Way Corrigan.” 

Over 600 hand sketched por- 
traits of fliers, with a sketch of 
their plane and a chronology of 
their flights have been compiled 
within the book. This section is 
indispensable for reference pur- 
poses for airmail and cover col- 
lectors as they now can use rec- 
ords, including portrait of the 
flier and model of the plane for 
their album pages. It makes a 
most interesting display and in- 
stead of showing only a stamp or 
an envelope it permits the mount- 
ing of same with the early his- 
tory, portrait and design of air- 
plane and enhances thereby the 
collection for display purposes so 
it becomes of real historical value 
and with each stamp or cover the

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Bisse , August 31, 1944 
what About Patriofic 
Covers After The War 


Arthur D. Smith, member of 
Patriotic Cover Exchange 
Club wrote the editor of this» pub- 
Jication and asked for an expres- 
; of opinion as to the future of 
patriotic Covers after the war. 
This is a subject that can be 
ed in many ways.’ My own 
reactions to this question are bas- 
ed on my experience over a great 
many years in the collection of 
covers of various types and kinds 
and what I say here is merely 
opinion, but based on exper- 
jence that should lead collectors 
in the right direction if they will 
but heed that experience. I will 
have no objection to anyone who 
‘chooses to differ with me, but 
unless, such differences are based 
on actual experience covering a 
riod of years. I would urge col- 
lectors to be careful as to whose 
advice they may follow. 

Mr. Smith thinks that after the 
war, there will and should be oc- 
casions to commemorate special 
events of the war, annually or at 
other intervals. aS 

Let us go back to Civil War 
Patriotics. These were issued at 
a time when collectors were not 
following them and_ gathering 
them as they came along, As a re- 
sult there was no incentive to 
keep up their issue in future 
years by the issue of anniversary 
covers. Even today, collectors who 
are interested in these covers 
would frown on any attempt to 
issue a cover commemorating any 
event of that war and urge its 
collection by collectors who gath- 
er those Civil War Covers. The 
issue ceased after the war and 
that is as it should be. The issue 
of Patriotic covers for this war 
should cease after this war. Those 
collectors who intend to continue 
and build up their collections will

have plenty to do for many years 
in the future if they wish to con- 
tinue and add to their collections. 
There will be no need, in so far 
as the real collector is concerned, 
to issue commemorativ. covers at 
frequent intervals. The book 
should be closed, the line drawn 
and issue of covers as concerns 
this war should cease when the 
war is won, 

Let us look at another type of 
cover to give you some idea as 
to how the continued issue of cov- 
ers for any ol¢ kind of an event 
can be destructive and detrimen- 
tal to the hobby. 

When air mail first came into 
existence. the collection of First 
Flight covers was the prime ob- 
ject. Even today, that is the prin- 
cipal object that has made. air 
mail cover collecting one of the 
greatest cover fields. Shortly af- 
ter interest became aroused in 
first flight covers, then collectors 
began getting out covers for air- 
port dedications and following 
that, covers were issued for air 
shows, visits of celebrities at any 
airport and for most any other 
reason where someone could find 
an excuse for their issue. These 
came at such a terrific pace and 
their numbers grew and grew 
until they actually became a bur- 
den on the collector. 

I know of collectors and deal- 
ers who had large boxes and 
safes filled with some of these 
special covers and who would 
have been happy if they could 
have unloaded them for the post- 
age on them. 

Today, the real air mail cover 
collectors are those who stick 
very closely to first flights. That 
field alone is sufficiently large to 
keep them busy and to take as 
much spare cash as they care to 
spend on it. 

For this reason; the collection 
of Patriotic covers of this war 
should be confined to covers is- 
sued during the war period. There 
will be upwards of 5000 of them 
at the present time, with more to 
come in coming months. The num- 
ber will be ample to tax the abil- 
ity and interest of any collector 
and their issue should cease when 


-|the war is won. 


I feel confident that the real 
and the experiencéd collector will 
find himself in agreement with 
these thoughts and this situation 
can be brought about and will be 
for the best interests of the collec- 
tors provided that they refuse to 
patronize or support the further 
issue of covers following those is- 
sued for Surrender Day. 


Servicemen Want Papers 
As Well As Letter Mail 


The old plea of writing letter 
and letters and letters, to the boys 
in the service has been overem- 
phazied to a point where other 
mail that to many of them would 
be as welcome as a letter from 
home has been neglected. 

Time after time, letters from 
boys in the service who have 
been subscribers to this publica- 
tion for years past, state their 
great disappointment at the slow- 
ness with which newspaper and 
magazine mail is handled. Two or 
three months time sometimes 
elapsés before delivery of their 
favorite publication and many 
have written us of the slowness 
with which copies of this publi- 
cation reaches their present lo- 
cation. 

These boys are much interested 
in their hobby and we feel cer- 
tain and judge only by letters 
from these boys that a copy of 
this or some other publication in 
which they are interested, will 
do as much for the uplift of their 
morale and to keep them happy 
as a letter from home. 

At best, letters from home give 
but a few minutes of pleasure in 
reading, whereas a publication in 
which they are interested can 
provide hours of pleasure and 
entertainment and best of all it 
can be passed along to others of 
a like interest. 

We urge that this plea for bet- 
ter and quicker distribution of 
publications to boys in the servite 
be given some consideration.

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High-Lights Of The 
A. P. S. Convention 
At Milwaukee, Wis. 


A 500 frame exhibit was one 
of the most attractive features 
of the A. P. S. convention at 
Milwaukee. Many fine collec- 
tions heretofore not exhibited 
were admired by a constant 
stream of visitors. 





Attendance in spite of war 
conditions was higher than for 
some years. Almost 400 mem- 
bers and their wives and fami- 
lies were in attendance. Tickets 
for the banquet were rapidly 
sold out and many who came late 
were turned away due to space 
limitation. 

Reports of the officers reveal- 
ed a_ remarkable _ increase if 
membership and finances dur- 
ing the past year. There was a 
net gain of 865 members bring- 
ing the membership to an all 
time high. 


The meetings produced more 
important, legislation than has 
been acted upon by the A. P. S. 
in 20 years. The Society created 
a central office and placed in 
charge of it an executive secre- 
tary who will discharge most of 
the functions now performed by 
the Secretary, Treasurer, and 
Business Manager of the maga- 
zine. .The change will become 
effective April 1, 1945. 


Proxy voting was abolished by 
unanimous action of the conven- 
tion. In lieu thereof, it was pro- 
vided that hereafter the meeting 
place of the convention would be 
decided by the Board of Direc- 
tors and that important changes 
in policy, brought about by By- 
Law amendments, would be acted 
upon by a referendum vote of 
the members at large. 


The Society manifested deep 
concern with the problem of en- 
couraging the right kind of phi- 
latelic literature and laid the ba- 
sis for the increase of the revol- 
ving fund of its Handbook Com- 
mittee. 


The problem of stamps for the 
wounded received careful study 
and the Society in cooperation 
with the S. P. A. formed a nat- 
ional organization for the purpose 
of collecting and_ distributing 
philatelic items and supplies to 
service men and women who 
have been hospitalized. Ernest 
Kehr of New York was chosen 
as chairman of the group. 


A seminar dealng with the 
stamp description chart was par- 
ticipated in by a large number of 
those at the convention. Earl B. 
Forney, Chairman of the commit- 
tee which devised the chart, led 
the discussion. It was decided 
that the committee would give 
further study to the practical ap- 
plication of the chart and render 
a further report at the conven- 
tion next year. 


Announcement as to the Luff 
Awards was made at the conven- 
tion. The wards this year were 
given to Dr. Carroll Chase, El- 
liott Perry and Col. Ralph A, 
Kimble. 


The name of the late Eugene 
Klein was added to the list of 
distinguished philatelists includ- 
ed in the Hall of Fame, estab- 
lished by the Society to recog-

CHANGE IN SUBSCRIPTION PRICE

new subscription price which was printed in the upper right corner 
of the first page and which also appeared in the masthead of this 
column.

would be worthless. Increasing costs along with 
plans for betterment in the way of better service, 
more illustrations, additional office help for a more 
Geo. W. Linn thorough handling of business and promotion of the 
paper make it necessary that we obtian more revenue and this can 
come only from an increase in advertising rates or an increased sub- 
cription price. | 

A new rate card with revised rates, substantially as they are 
at present, but printed in such manner that dealers may more read- 
ily understand and figure costs for space of any size is being pre- 
pared. This will be sent all dealers before October Ist. 

The new subscription price is now in effect. Those whose sub- 
cription was mailed prior to August 28 will have their subscription 
entered at the old rate. All subscriptions mailed after that date or in 
response to the card notices now being mailed will be at the new 
rate and entered for the necessary number of months to cover the 
amount of remittance, 








A, P. S. CONVENTION REPORTS 

We are pleased to print this week a few brief paragraphs con- 
cerning activities at the recent A. P. S. Convention, as supplied by 
Mr. Donald F. Lybarger, president of this Society. 

Lacking complete details of the facts mentioned we must re- 
serve comment other than to say that the statements made in the 
copy from Mr. Lybarger seem to indicate that at last the member- 
ship of the Society at large has found a leader who has been able 
to arouse enough interest to cause them to get together and take 
action that will lead the Society along the path that has been open 
to any National Stamp Society that would take the step. 

It is indeed pitiful that a National Stamp Society in this coun- 
try should have to be content with a membership so small as has 
been the rule. If and when the new plans are put into effect, the 
Society is then in a position where it can begin to function in a 
manner that should result in increased support from collectors of 
all kinds. 

Now that the first important steps have been taken it is up to 
the membership to get behind Mr, Lybarger and support him whole- 
heartedly in his efforts to broaden and build up the society. 

When we have a complete copy of the convention proceedings 
and can study the changes that are to be made we will be able to 
comment further and to offer constructive criticism. It appears that 
the old guard must have been routed and that there is a new day 
dawning for this Society. 





CORRECTING A MISUNDERSTANDING 

In our issue of July 27th we printed a story in which we listed 
names of several New York Auction dealers who had agreed to give 
1 per cent of the amount of one of their sales to a Red Cross fund. 
In the issue of the 10th August we printed a letter from Mr. M. 
Ohlman who stated that thé list was incomplete and that other 
names should be added. 

Thinking it possible that some names might have been omitted 
from the original list and bearing in mind that Mr. Ohlman had 
been chairman of a Red Cross fund for stamp dealers in New York, we 
printed the letter from Mr. Ohlman, only after we had returned it to 
him and had him remove from the list, several names ot dealers 
who were not regular auction dealers. 

We now learn of our error in that the list as supplied by Mr. 
Ohiman was a list of dealers who had contributed to him for the 
fund, during the period of the drive that he carried on. 

The list originally published was a special contribution list of 
dealers many of whom had previously given to the Red Cross, but 
who again assigned 1% of one of their auction sales as an additional 
contribution and the names supplied by Mr, Ohlman would not 
be included in that list. 

The total fund which Mr. Ohlman endeavored to collect was a 
mere $2500 which would certainly be a very meagre sum for the 
Stamp Dealers of New York to finance. The other list of donors 
was money in addition to the fund raised by Mr. Ohlman and as 
can be seen by the figures printed and by the additional sales to be 
added ‘to this fund, a mere handful of the dealers have alone given 
as much again as was originally solicited by Mr. Ohiman. 

We consider this latter effort a very worthy one and that con- 
tributors were entitled to special mention, whereas any list of those 
who contributed only to the fund solicited by Mr. Ohlman should 
have no place in any publication since thousands, throughout the 
country have made such contributions and ask no publicity for same,

VOX POP| 


Curacao vs. Savannah and 
Royal William 
Anent the article in the STAMP 
NEWS of August 17, 1944, entitled 
“ROYAL WILLIAM vs. STEAM- 
ER SAVANNAH,” may I eall 
your attention to the fact that the 
ROYAL WILLIAM was not the 
first steamer to cross the Atlantic 
under its own steam. The honor 
belongs to the CURACAO, a pad- 
dle-wheel steamboat of 438 tons, 
owned by the Dutch government, 
she having made the voyage in 
1826 from Rotterdam in Holland 
to Paramaribo in Surinam carry- 
ing passengers and mail. The trip 
took a month. The return ’>5 Rot- 
terdam was also made under her 
own steam, 
According to Hendrick Willem 
Van Loon, who is my authority 
for the above statement, and the 
author of the book “SHIPS AND 
HOW THEY SAILLED THE SEV- 
EN SEAS” (published by Simon 
and Schuster), The SAVANNAH 
sailed from Savannah, Georgia, in 
May of 1818, not 1819, and “used 
her engines only for some eighty 
hours of the entire voyage.” Also, 
it was not until 1833, not 1835, 
six years after the CURACAO 
had made the crossing and re- 
turned, that the ROYAL WIL- 
LIAM crossed the ocean in twenty 
five days. 
Incidentally, every collector in- 
terested in “‘ship” stamps should 
own a copy of Van _ Loon’s 
“SHIPS.” 
EDITORS NOTE:—The_ Scott 
Catalogue credits the Royal Wil- 
liam as pictured on a Canadian 
stamp with this feat. Perhaps Mr. 
Clark may be interested in cor- 
recting the catalogue note. Can 
it be that the Royal William 
touched at a North American Port 
whereas the Curacao went to a 
West Indian Port. which accounts 
for the claim made for the Royal 
William.

Century Stamp Co. headed by 
Chris Golden are now located in 
the Confederation Building. Mr. 
Golden showed me booklets of 
semi-official air mail stamps that 
have skyrocketed in price and 
some beautifully centered sheets 
of Canadian Jubilees. Century is 
Montreal’s oldest stamp shop and 
have. for years concentrated on 
British Colonies, with the rarest 
items being sent to Alfred Lich- 
tenstien of New York and Dr. L. 
Reeford of Montreal whom they 
believe to be the owners of the 
largest and finest collections of 
British colonies. 


Last but by no means least I 
visited the shop of A. H. Vincent 
at 294 St. Catherine St. West 
and found the proprietor to be 
the most progressive stamp deal- 
er I have met to date. His walls 
are line with frames containing 
such educational material as a 
map of the world bordered by 
stamps of each country with ar- 
rows connecting the country and 
the stamp; frames of illustrations 
of how stamps help youngsters 
in their school work, by pointing 
out subjects taught in = schools 
and the stamps which illustrate 
the objects of study that must 
have taken a great deal of time 
and study to prepare. Vincent 
issues a catalogue of Canada and 
British North America written 
in English and French and has 
made a fetish of teaching Cana- 
dian born French youngsters 
how to properly collect postage 
stamps. The catalogue sells for 
fifty cents complete with a sec- 
tion on subject matter of Cana- 
dian and Newfoundland stamps 
and is the first piece of litera- 
ture published by a dealer which 
gives publicity to the various 
stamp and exchange clubs with- 
out cost to them. It is refresh- 
ing to meet a dealer whose pri- 
mary purpose is. naturally to 
make a living but who spends not 
less than half of his time promot- 
ing philately throughout Canada 
at his own expense, for it- was 
Mr. Vincent who _ started’ the 
stamp club at Quebec and has 
had a hand in every stamp club 
and activity within five hundred 
miles of his home.

Seebecks Are Coming Back Again 


LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 





is from Mr. Wm. E. Dowser of 


Burbank, California and shows the use of three of the old 10c green 
Ecuador stamps of the issue of 1892. These are of the notorious 
Seebeck brand and their use for postage at this late date must in- 
dicate that there is still a stock of these stamps in Ecuador, or are 
they being bought up from stamp dealers and used in this country. 

In addition to the cover pictured we have had from Mr. A, 
E. Lewandowski of New York, several other covers on which the 
old Seebeck issues were used among which we noted the issue of 
1894 as well as some official stamps of the 1896 issue and other 


We are told that the stamps must pay postage as the amounts 
on the covers check properly with necessary postage rates. 





on other recent events. There was 
no cachet or other  philatelic 
markings applied to covers at San 
Antonio. 

Covers are postmarked as fol- 
lows: 

San Antonio, Tex, (North to 
Fort Worth August 1, 5-PM 

San Antonio, Tex. (South to 
Mexico) August 2, 4-AM 
Dallas, Tex. P. O. (into San 
Antonio) July 31, 12-PM 

Dallas A.M.F. (into San Anton- 
io) August 1, 12-30 AM 

Fort Worth P. O. (into San 
Antonio) August 2, 1-AM 

Fort Worth A.M.F. (into San 
Antonio) August 2, 1-AM 

These covers were backstamped 
at Gen. Del. San Aantonio, Tex., 
August 2nd 5-AM, or Gen Del. 
Fort Worth or Dallas August 2nd. 
Covers carried into Mexico were 
backstamped at Monterey’ or 
Mexico City also on August 2nd. 
Covers from Mexico into San 
Antonio were backstamped at the 
latter point August Ist 7-PM. Un- 
fortunately, my covers from Mex- 
ico to San Antonio were halted 
by the censors, so I do not have 
any from these points. If any 
readers have any duplicates which 
they are willing to sell or swap, 
will they please write to me. I 
need several to complete sets for 
Servicemen. 

There were 221 covers flown 
from San Antonio into Mexico 
and 1570 covers flown from San 
Antonio via Fort Worth. Most of 
these however, were as a result 
of American Publicity Dept. 

J. W. Evans and J. K. Ross flew 
the first plane from San Antonio 
into Mexico; and A. B. Fitzgerald 
and R. E. Johnson flew the first 
northbound flight,
